Coach Wayne McConnell's Fighting Tigers 
have dumped Kearney, Neb., State, 35-14; 
Southwestern Oklahoma, 27-19; and Central 
Missouri State, 40-6, They lost to undefeated 
Colorado Western, 23-7, 

Washburn dropped its opener to Kearney, 14- 
12, but bounced back to trounce Central Missouri, 
31-0; dump Colorado Mines, 16-0; and edge 
Southern Colorado State, 12-7. 

Washburn's defense is anchored by middle 
guard Bob Noblitt, former Great Bend gridder 
who was an All-CIC choice fast fall. The of- 
fense has been hampered by injuries to halfbacks 
Frank Pickens and Bob Hardy and prize transfer 
Bob Wallace, a former University of Iowa quar- 
terback. 

Tiger Coach McConnell has labeled this game 
"the turning point" of the '64 season. The team 
that wins today must be given an odds-on 
chance to win the 1964 CIC title.
